State institu­ 
tions are filled with human beings who have 
become a menace to society, and in innu­ 
merable instances community life has been pro­ 
tected against acts that might have ensued If 
the criminally minded had not been institu­ 
tionalized.

But very little research has been done on 


the basic causes of Oswald’s crime. The War­ 
ren report is a voluminous document which 
gives plenty of findings of the existence of a 
disordered mind long before the assassina­ 
tion occurred. The schools and colleges are 
well aware that many of their students have 
erratic tendencies, but the custom is to brush 
off such manifestations as the responsibility 
of parents and not of the college or universi­ 
ty or public school. Yet for the protection of 
society and for the benefit of the individual 
who has erratic tendencies, corrective mea­ 
sures should be taken. There are unquestion­ 
ably curative procedures which can 
Ik* tried.

USS Coral Sea (At Sea)-W hen this U.S. Navy aircraft 
carrier launches its planes for a strike against North Viet­ 
nam. the son of a Lincoln family is on board, watching 
and waiting. 
He is Navy airman Raymond J. Weichbrodt Jr., 20, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Raymond J. Weichbrodt Sr. of 900 
Northborough Lane. Young Weichbrodt is a plane captain 
for one of the Coral Sea’s A2H Skyraiders, propellor-dnven 
fighter bombers. 
As a plane captain, Ray plays mother hen to one of 
the heavily-armed ships, making it ready for flight. 


A typical strike day begins for Ray in the South China 
Sea with a call to flight quarters, usually between 5 a.m. 
and 6 :30. He removes the hurricane tie-do\vn chains from 
the plane, cleans aw'ay salt spray from the canopy, checks 
for oil leaks, inspects the machine guns, makes sure the 
fuel tanks are full, and checks the pilot’s canteen to see 
that it is full of water. 


to wait for the launch. Now Ray may grab 4 0 winks in the 
cockpit, catching up on sleep he doesn’t get at night; he 
averages five hours at night. 


Then it’s chow time, followed by a return to the plane 


When the “ go" signal is given, Ray meets the pilot of 
his plane for a last-second check of the plane. While the 
engine roars, right behind the whirling prop Ray checks 
the engine cowlings. He stays close by until his plane is 
launched by catapult. 
The plane may be gone six hours or more. During the 
wait Ray works or learns more about his trade. When his 
“ bird" returns, there are more duties: tying down the air­ 
craft, wiping it down to prevent corrosion, perhaps helping 
load ordnance for a strike the following day. 
The Skyraider aircraft was put into use by the Navy in 
March, 194 5, the month and year in which Ray was born. 
The young plane captain already has won the respect of 
the pilots he serves, however. 
“ It doesn’t take us pilots long to tell the good plane 
captains from the mediocre ones. Ray is one of the best 
I’ve seen," said one of the pilots of Attack Squadron 165.
